You won’t see Doug Stepnicka in line for post- 
Thanksgiving mega-sales this weekend. Or 
any weekend through the end of the year, for 
that matter. Stepnicka, 27, is part of a growing 
contingent that’s swearing off retail stores in 
favor of holiday shopping online. 

“I like doing my own research, and I feel 
like I have more control over the shopping 
experience when I shop online,” said Stepnic- 
ka, a financial assistant who lives in Ukrainian 
Village. “No lines, no surly customers. It’s 
freezing outside, and the stores are overheat- 
ing inside.” 

Besides, he said, prices for the movies and 
video games on his shopping list likely are 
lower online. “It’s cheaper, there is no sales tax 
[and] the products are always in stock.” 

Stepnicka isn’t alone. Research shows that 
time-crunched 18- to 34-year-olds are shifting 
a larger portion of their holiday shopping to 



the Web thanks to more deals from retailers 
via Facebook, e-mail and Web ads. 

These deals are being introduced earlier in 
the season and lasting beyond Cyber Monday 
making it more attractive to plug wish-list 
items into a browser wherever it’s conve- 
nient— on the go via smart phones or at home 
on computers. 

Online holiday sales in the U.S. have in- 
creased by double digits every year since

2005— except during the recession in 2008 — 
according to eMarketer, a digital media re- 
search firm. In the past month, about 450,000 
people typed “Cyber Monday” into Google. 

“Technology and convenience definitely 
resonates a lot with younger adults,” said 
Kathy Grannis, a director for the National 
Retail Federation. “Mobile shopping, for ex- 
ample, is something that retailers are working 
to improve for everyone, but certainly young 


adults are most fluent with it.” 

It’s working. More than 40 percent of 
shoppers ages 18 to 34 plan to use their phones 
to shop for gifts, compare prices or research 
products this holiday season, according to the 
NRF. This year alone, mobile commerce in 
the U.S. is expected to reach $2.4 billion, ac- 
cording to ABI Research, based in Oyster Bay 
N.Y., the Chicago Tribune reported.

ers counting on sales from Black Friday and 
Cyber Monday? 

“On Cyber Monday we see a little peak, but 
it isn’t anything drastic,” sales manager Tait 
Jorgensen said on a recent Saturday at Best 
Buy in Lincoln Park. Holiday shopping ebbs 
and flows throughout the season, Jorgensen 
said, rather than traditionally spiking on ma- 
jor sales events. 

This year, Best Buy ran Black Friday deals 
every Friday in November and has increased 
strategies to capture opportunistic shoppers. 
Many customers opt for online ordering and 
in-store pickup, Jorgensen said, while others 
scan barcodes in-store with smart phones and 


upload products to virtual wish lists. 

“You have all of these different platforms 
and they are all starting to talk to one anoth- 
er,” he said. “You can shop online when you 
are sitting on the T train going to work or 
sitting in the cab on the way to your friend’s 
house. This is the way the world will be going 
forward.” 

That’s the story for Shelly Bair, a self- 
described “impulse shopper” who splits her 
time between stores and the Web depending 
on what’s easiest. 

“I will do whatever gets me what I want 
the fastest,” said Bair, a 29 -year-old student 
and waitress who lives in Uptown. “I start 


shopping a little before Cyber Monday, and 
as soon as it gets close to Christmas, I go to 
the stores.” 

Though Bair’s online shopping recently has 
decreased because of identity theft— she had 
her e-mail hacked— it hasn’t stopped. “For 
me it is mostly convenience,” she said. “I can 
shop from anywhere.” 

But shopping from anywhere doesn’t suit 
everyone. Some Millennials, such as Joe Tay- 
lor, 27, won’t make the move into online shop- 
ping anytime soon. 

“I actually enjoy going to a store, interact- 
ing with people and the sales associates, and 
getting my questions answered,” Taylor said. 


“Plus, you can actually see the product up 
close, touch the product, test the product and 
make sure that it’s perfect for the person you 
are giving it to.” 

Taylor, an Emergency Services Associate at 
the AIDS Foundation in Chicago, said his last 
online purchase was an Amtrak ticket back 
when he visited his parents in Michigan in 
October. He said he’s making an effort to shop 
locally in his Lakeview neighborhood, though 
he’ll go online to glean deals from Facebook 
and Google, as well as research products. But 
he’ll use it all to patiently peruse local stores. 

The gifts mean more that way Taylor said.

Charming cad Jamie (Jake Gyllenhaal) hap- 
pily expands his options for one-night stands 
when he becomes a Pfizer rep in late ’90s 
Ohio— especially once he hears about a new 
drug on the way called Viagra. Perhaps Jamie, 
when he’s not competing with a rival phar- 
maceutical salesman (Gabriel Macht), will 
calm his womanizing ways for Maggie (Anne 
Hathaway), a defensive pill trying to come 
to terms with her diagnosis of early onset 
Parkinson’s Disease. 

The buzz: For a moment, the movie ad- 
dresses the selflessness involved in caring for 
someone you love when that person has a 
disability Mostly though, director Ed Zwick’s 
adaptation of Jamie Reid/s memoir, “Hard 
Sell: The Evolution of a Viagra Salesman,” 
fits blandly into the romantic comedy box of 
predictable, unconvincing situations and char- 
acters like Dr. Knight (Hank Azaria), who’s 


low on scruples and just looking to get laid. 

The verdict: If there’s one thing the world 
doesn’t need, it’s more Viagra jokes. Or sexist 
depictions of professional women throw- 
ing away ethics in hopes of landing a man, 
whether for a night or longer. “Love & Other 
Drugs” awkwardly combines drama and 
comedy but has no laughs to distract from 
Maggie’s unlikeability which makes Jamie’s 
attraction to her seem all the more based on 
Maggie’s heavy sexual appetite. Hathaway’s 
smugness, suggesting that Maggie thinks 
she’s much more interesting than she really 
is, puts a major damper on both the movie’s 
lightness and sad set-up, which is redeemed 
only by Gyllenhaal’s remarkably charismatic 
performance. If he weren’t already a movie 
star, this movie would make him one.

Best known as a two-time winner on the hit reality TV series

Dee’s Place has been serving up soul- 
warming Southern dishes with a side 
of live jazz and blues on the border of 
Wicker Park and Ukrainian Village 
since earlier this year. When we heard 
the restaurant started a Sunday Soul 
Brunch, it seemed like a tasty way to 
warm up on a recent chilly weekend. 

You’ll love this menu ... if you like to 
mix and match. Though the half-sheet 
menu looks brief, choices are ample. 

Go with a combo plate ($8.95 -$io. 95> 
and choose one meat dish (catfish nug- 
gets, salmon croquettes, fried chicken) 
with your choice of one or two sides 
such as cheesy grits or fried green 
tomatoes. 

We can’t stop thinking about ... the bis- 
cuits and gravy ($3.95 or $8.95 ~$io. 95 
as part of a combo meal). Every bite of 
fluffy biscuits soaked in rich and zesty 
gravy was more addicting than the last. 


For big appetites ... fried chicken and 
waffles is a smart pick. Try the half 
chicken ($13.95) rather than the quarter 
($8.95) if you’re especially hungry. Our 
waffle wasn’t the crispiest, but the clas- 
sic salty-sweet combo can’t be beat. 

We enjoyed ... hearing the live jazz and 
blues musicians. The tunes aren’t so 
loud that chatting with your brunch 
pals is out of the question, but you 
might be tempted to just lean back and 
listen. 

Feel free to skip ... the fried green to- 
matoes. We didn’t find them especially 
crispy or flavorful. 

Don’t bother to ... dress up. Wear a 
Bears jersey jeans, pajamas— whatever. 
Feeling more like a homey dining room 
than a restaurant, Dee’s is the epitome 
of casual. 

For day drinking purposes ... bring 



your own bubbly or vodka and your 
server will supply you with orange juice 
for mimosas ($2.50) or a mix for bloody 
marys ($3.50).
